A man of the highest 
lineage in China, he was yet poor and 
early supported bimself by teaching. 
His pupils showed him ap extraordi- 
nary devotion, The pick of the young 
men iu his native state of Lu sat at 
his feet, and it was they who trans- 
mnitted his tremendous influence, But 
Confucins saw not his immortal suc- 
cess, but his temporal failure. Only 
for a few brief years did circumstances 
permit bim to exercise his practical 
genius for governmest. He became 
first a magistrate, then chief criminal 
judge in Lu, and, to quote Professor 
Legge, “crime ceased.” Confucius, 
however, became dissatisfied with the 
ruler whom he served, a weak man 
who neglected his duty and gave him- 
self up more and more to dissipation, 
so he resigned his post and banished 
himself.—London Spectator. :

on active service, and some have won 
the Victoria Cross. 

| One of these German heroes actual- 
ly gained his Cross in the immortal 
Charge of the Light Brigade at Bala- 
clava. He was Sergt. Charles Wodden, 
17th Lancers, afterwards promoted. to- 
be quartermaster, 104th Foot. 

The gallant non-com., though a man 
of excellent education, could speak 
| English only imperfectly: He even 
gained his regimental nickname of 
“Tish me’ from an answer, in broken 
accent, he one night gave to a chal- 
lenging sentry. 

This. incident very nearly brought 
about a tragedy, for, with lowered 
bayonet, the sentry was on the point 
of despatching the supposed ‘‘Roosian 
spy,”’ when he fortunately recognized 
Wooden. 

The deed for which he’was decorat- 
ed was one of unusual bravery. After 
the charge, Capt. Morris, of the 17th, 
was lying wounded in the open, when 
Wooden rode back to his assistance.

Another brave foreigner, who e 
alongside’ Wooden in the Light /Bri- 
gade, was Quartermaster Kauntze, of 
the llth Hussars, a name sufficiently 
suggestive of the nationality of its 
owner. : 

Kauntee, though he did not gain the 
V.C., performed prodigies of valour 
during the charge. Like Wooden, he 
was one of the old type of long-service

But times have changed; the grea 
tide of immigration of the last few 
years has givena vasily increased 
value to land, and the encourag: ment 
so liberuliy extended to capit] has had 
the effect of placing the dev lopment 
of the mineral resources of the coun- 
try on asubstantial footing. Hence 
the determination of the government 
to inaugurate a new policy for dealing 
with mineral rights, the modern policy 
of conservation. 

Formerly, when the surtace had no 
greai value, regulutions were framed 
whereby the applicant for mineral 
rights wae permitted to acquire both 
the surface and mineral rights upon 
the payment of « given-sum per - sere; 
. Ae the demand for farming lands in- 
~ ereased, the value of the surface of 
mineral lands was very gteatly en- 
hanced, and under this increase in 
the value of surface lands it in time 
came about that mineral rights were 
being acquired for the purpose of get- 
ting the surface. Instead of the sur- 
face being acquired as an incident to 
the mineral rights, it became evident 
in many instances that ostensible min- 
eral rights were merely being availed 
of to grab the surface. 

To meet this condition new regula- 
tions have been framed, designed to 
segregate tbe mineral from the sur- 
face rights und introducing the prin- 

ciple that mineral rights may only be 
acquired for actual operation, Under 
the former regulations the right to 
acquire the surface with the mineral Rocky Mountains.
